Land-Grant Forfeitures. 


The Land-Grant Forfeiture act forfeits to the 
United States, which resumes title, all lands here- 
tofore granted to any State or to any corporation 
to aid in the construction of 4 railroad opposite 
to and coterminus with the portion of any such 
railroad not now completed and in operation, for 
the construction or benefit of which such lands 
were granted. These forfeited lands are declared 
to be a part of the public domain, but the right 
of way for station: grounds of the ds is 
not included in the forfeiture. 

All persons who atthe dateof the passage of 
the act were active settiers in good faith on any 
of the lands forfeited aud were otherwise quali- 
fied, on making due claim under the Homestead 
law, withio six months from the date of panna, 
shall be entitled to a preferent right to enter the 
same under the provisions of omestead law 
and of the act, and shall be regarded as such set- 
tlers from the date of actual settlement or occu- 
pation. person who has not heretofore had 
the benefit of the Homestead or Preémption law.

New, Designs for Coins, 

A ial act authorizes new designs of models 
for devices or embiems for the standard silver 
dollar and the five-cent nickel piece. The Direct- 
or of the Mint, with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, is empowered to change the 
dies, models, and designs of the emblems and de- 
vices already established by law, so far as it re 
lates to the silver dollar and the five-cent nickel. 
Changes in the design or die of any coin must not 
be made oftener than once in twenty-five years. 

Another act provides for discontinuing and pro- 
hibiting the coinage of the $3 and $1 gold piece 
and the three-cent nickel As fast as these 
coins are paid into the ury of the United 
States they are to be withdrawn from circulation 
and recoined into other denominations of coin.

Yesrerpay the Senate adopted the report 
of the conference committee on the McKinley 
Tariff bill, and in one or twodays the measure 
will be laid before the President for his 
signature, which it will receive immediately. 
As to most articles it goes into effect on the 
6th inst., but raw sugars are not puton the 
free list till April 1 next, though refiners may 
refine in bond fora month previously.

1883. The Ways and Means Committee began 
the preparation of the bill immediately after 
the Christmas holidays. Blaine laid be 
fore it his reciprocity scheme, which it re- 
jected Feb. 6. The bill was reported to the 
House April 16, and was forced through after 
a few days of discussion. It did 
not get out of the Senate. Finance 
Committee till’ June 18, ‘and was dis- 
cussed then for some weeke with much elab- 
orateness until the Democrats, sick of talk- 
ing against it, entered into an agreement with 
the Republicans and allowed a vote to be 
taken. The numerous Senate amendments, 
nearly all in the line of lower duties, were the 
cause of the protracted debates in the con- 
ference committees, so that the bill did not 
get out of their hands till last week. Over 
five and ahalf months have passed between 
the introduction and the passage of the 
measure, and probably it has been discussed 
in Congress and by the press more thoroughly 
than any other tariff legislation since the 
foundation of the Government. 


ENGLISH MANUFACTURERS AND THE 
M’KINLEY BILL. 

The English manufacturers appear to have 
‘a happy knack of accepting the inevitable with 
ease and grace. While the McKinley bill was 
pending they were a unit in denouncing it 
because it would interfere with their profits. 

Their workingmen took the same view of the, 
situation and held meetings where resolutions 
were passed deploring the passage of the bill. 
But now these same manufacturers are saying 
it is a good thing forthem and that they 
“ would be sorry if this country were to aban- 
don its high protective tariff system” and be- 
gin competing with the English in foreign 
markets. This from a dispatch is an illustra- 
tion :. | 

New Yorn, Sept. 29.—“*The adoption of free 
trade by the United States would undoubtedly 
cripple England very much in the long run,” J. 
H. Edge, an ironmaster of Shropshire, Eng. 


“The resources of the United 
States are so wonderful that it would simply be a 
question of time before this country would rule 
the world of trade and commerce. I am satisfied 
to see the tariff Sincreased, because I know it 
means the continued prosperity of Great Britain.”’ 


So far as the McKinley bill is concerned the 
American manufacturers of those kinds of 
goods which this country has been in the habit 
of exporting stand just where they did before 
its passage. They can compete as effectually 
next week as they did week before last. In 
some cases they can do even better. Jams 
and jellies could not have been exported 
when there wasa high duty on raw. sugar. 
They can be after it has been taken off. 
Leather, rubber, and cotton goods, notions, 
and agricultural implements can be sent 
abroad as cheaply as before, and the English- 
man will have to meet American competition 
to just the same extent. 

It is true the higher duties on woolen goods, 
‘tinware, hardware, and some other Articles 
will bear heavily on the American consumer, 


ican manufacturer has been exporting. And 
if the American people choose to allow their 
Congressmen to push up the price of certain 
articles which they consume it is not a matter 
which the English or European manufacturer 
has a right to object to, unless he is of an 
economical and benevolent turn of mind and 
hates to'see people spending money unneces- 
sarily, for whether the goods cost them much 
or little they are the ones who pay any ad- 
vance in price, not he. 

It is pretty much a case of sour grapes 
when Europeans turn around and praise the 
McKinley bill. If it had been one to open 
American ports to all their manufactured 
goods then their praises would have been sin- 
cere. But as things stand they have just as 
much American competition to meet in foreign 
markets as before. : 


CONGRESSMAN MILLS RAD REASONING. 

In support of his claim that this country 
can throw open its ports to the manufactured 
goods of Europe and challenge the cheap 
labor of that Continent to an industrial battle 
without fear of the consequences Congress- 
man Mills says: 

We have the cheapest labor in the world. It is 
machinery, which does not eat, drink, or sleep, 
and it is required to pay no board. We make use 
of it toa larger extent than any other nation on 
earth, and when you come down to the cost of an 
article turned out of our manufactories the ma- 
chine does the principal part of the labor; there- 
fore, it costs less. 

It is true that machinery is extensively used 
in this country, but the -same ‘thing is true 
equally of that nation—England—with which 
the United States would have the hardest 
tussle if Mills’ free-trade scheme prevailed 
and the protective duties were abolished. The 
manufacturers of England and Scotland are 
as quick to appreciate the importance Of a 
labor-saving device as those of the United 
States. Many of the machines which serve as 
substitutes for hand labor were invented there 
and then brought over here. The United 
States has done its full part in the work of in- 
vention, but England has profited at once by 
our discoveries and inventions. A new proc- 
ess may be discovered in Germany tomorrow, 
and within a month English, French, and 
American manufacturers will be experiment- 
ing with it and adopting it. 

As compared with England, its most formid- 
able rival in the use of standard machinery, 
the American is under the disadvantage 
that his machines and his plant generally, 
having been constructed or built by high-paid 
American labor, have cost him from 50 to 75 
per cent more than his English rival. Each 
uses the same kind of power loom, or blast 
furnace, or rolling-mill, or Bessemer process, 
but the English mill is not only run by per-

AN ORGANIZED APPETITE FOR SPOILS. 

The rush of the Democratic drove to the 
trough and its insatiate “‘organized ap- 
petite ” for spoils was illustrated at the con- 
vention yesterday. There were 440 delegates 
and 440 alternates, and a Democratic organ 
estimated there were 3,000 spectators in the 
hall and 2,000 were on the street who could 
not get in. In all there were supposed to be 
nearly 6,000 spoilsmen on one of the finest 
working days of the year who had no busi- 
ness to occupy their attention and no other 
purpose than to swarm around Turner-Hall in 
the hope of being able to get into the official 
trough and help devour the substance of the 
taxpayers. Those -who were in the hall 
fought and scrambled and howled for plunder. 
Those who were out, in the language of a 
Democratic paper, “‘ were frantic, and more 
than a thousand devoted ward-workers were 
cursing and swearing at the top of their voices 
when the doors were closed against. them.” 
It was a ravenous, howling crowd, a crowd as 
furious as a pack of famished wolves in quest 
of prey—more strictly speaking two packs 
fighting with each other in Tipperary fashion 
to get at the plunder. If it had been'a fight 
ora fire or a revolution the “ ruling race”’ 
could not have displayed more fury or ex- 
citement than did this mob of thousands of 
hungry, thirsty Democrats, whose chief pur- 
pose in life is to live off the taxpayers. The 
same offices are at stake with the Repub- 
lieans, but they are not rent with excitement 
nor frantic for spoils. They will do their best 
to elect their men, soberly and resolutely, but 
not having one-tenth the hankering of Demo- 
crats for office they cannot be expected to in- 
dulge in such a crazy, furious, unseemly head- 
long race for office. 
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MORE ICONOCLASTS. 

The exposure of the mystery of “ mind 
reading’’ as practiced by Johnstone has 
tumbled another idol from its pedestal and 
broken it all to bits. The performance is 
shown to possess no greater mystery than is 
concerned in a sleight-of-hand “act’’ on the 
stage, and in fact requires far less ingenuity 
and paraphernalia than are needed for the 
average trick done by the original Jacob, the 
Wizard of the North, Herrmann, and a host of 
other less celebrated prestidigitateurs who 
have at different times ministered to the 
amusement and mystification of a Chicago 
public. But there is this important dif- 
ference between it and them. The tricks 
of the “magician” of our day are pro- 
fessedly delusions, the hand of the performer 
being advertised to beat the eye of the ob- 
server, while this is a fraud in the worst sense 
of the word, being designed and intended to 
mislead into erroneous views of the possible 
influence of mind over matter. It belongs to 
the class of impostures which are today head- 
ed by the dark cabinet that continues to at- 
tract thousands of credulous fools in spite of 
the fact that it has been exposed several times 
in eachof many cities within the last few 
years. A mask withan open seam, like the 
conjuror’s box that is “‘fastened’”’ together 
with dummy serews, seems to be all that is re- 
quired for a successful playing upon human 
credulity, and a successful hoodwinking of 
not a few of the most intelligent persons in 
the community. 

The most pitiable part of these exhibitions 
consists ‘in the fact that such a class of indi- 
viduals can be found willing to attend them, 
and need to be informed by others of the 


taken out of their pockets money that might 
have been put to ‘better uses. One would 
think that in this day of general enlighten- 
ment only the most ignorant could be induced 
to countenance the thing. and none but those 
whodid not enjoy the advantages of a com- 
mon school education could for a moment 
give credence to the absurd claims put forth 
by the charlatans. It is an open question if it 
be worth .while to expose the cheat for the 
benefit of such persons who may be suspected 
of belonging to the class referred to by 
the wise man when he wrote: “‘ Though 
thou should’st bray a fool in a wmor- 
tar among wheat, with a pestle, yet will 
not his foolishness depart from him.”’ That 
they should be so easily beguiled argues a 
lack of intelligent perception sufficient to 
keep them from being equally deluded by the 
next impostor who may come along. But the 
journalist owes it as a duty to the rest of the 
people, who are by far the most numerous, to 
let them know thetrue character of the per- 
formances, thus preventing them from being 
drawn into the same net and enabling them to 
frown upon the cheats with the result of driv- 
ing them into fresh fields of activity if not 
altogether out of the business, It wasin the 
line of this duty that Taz Txarsunz gave to 
the world the facts in thé exposure of the al- 
leged “mind reading’’ performances which 
have been given in Chicago within the last 
few weeks, and thus relegated them to the 
same category with the “spiritual manifesta- 
tions ” which have several times been exposed 
in its columns. 


WILD FIGURING ON THE TARIFF. 

A local Democratic paper says the McKin- 
ley bill increases the protective tariff from 47 
toan average of 60 per cent. A local ultra- 
tariff paper says in reply: 

The average of tariff duty under the bill of 1883, 
now in force, is not 47 per cent, but 30 per cent. 
The bait just passed does not increase it to 60 per 
cent ; it reduces it to 27 per cent, 

Each allows its zeal to run away with the 
truth. The duties on imports under the Mc- 
Kinley bill during the next fiscal year, assum- 
ing the importations to be substantially the 
same as last year, will be a little under 50 per 
cent, and not 60, Nor is the average duty un- 
der the old (present) law 30 per cent, but 
46.6. The mill boss organ, which figures it 
out at 30, does so by comparing the total value 
of all imports, free and dutiable, with the 
total duties collected on the taxed goods. 


| But goods which are not dutiable cannot be 


considered in calculating these tariff percent- 
ages. Free goods don’t come under a tariff, 
but escape it. A tariff means a toll levied on 
goods entered for sale and consumption. 
Therefore itis not true that the McKinley 
bill, by putting sugar and several other ar- 
ticles on the free list, lowers the average duty 
to 27 per cent, | .

and how nothing more was seen of Benwell 
until his body was found in a swamp three 
days later. The evidence was purely circum- 
stantial. No one saw what transpired in 
the tangled anderbrush of that swamp. 
Apparently the only testimony was the 
lifeless body of Benwell with the two 
bullet holes in it, but little by little 
scraps of evidence appeared which when 
woven together by the officers of the crown 
pointed directly to Birchall and said, ‘‘ Thou 
art the man.’’ When the body was discov- 
ered nothing at first appeared to identify it, 
but subsequently a cigar-case was picked up 
in the brush with the name anda date of Ben- 
well’s birthday on it, The body was found 
Feb. 20. The physicians testified that it could 
not have been there over three days, as it was 
not decomposed, having frozen in a storm 
which took place the 18th, The identity, 
locality, and time of the murder were fixed 
beyond all question. The prosecution further 
proved that Birchall had never owned a farm 
in Canada; that he and Benwell took the 
train for Eastwood the forenoon of Feb. 17; 
and that they were seen to get off together 
and start towards: the swamp. There were 
witnesses who saw them turn up the swamp 
road and enter the lonely lecality. A few 
minutes later witnesses heard two pistol shots 
in theswamp. There were witnesses who saw 
him leave it an hour later and who answered 
his quenes about the route to the railroad. 
It was proved that when arrested he had the 
keys to Benwell’s baggage in his pockets. It 
was proved also that he wrote to Ben- 
well’s father to the effect that his son 
had seen the farm and was satisfied 
and would write himself as soon as he had re- 
turned from a short expedition into the coun- 
try. The motive of Birchall’s letter is clear 
enough, for the elder Benwell had agreed to 
send a draft for $2,500 in payment for the 
son’s interests when the latter was satisfied 
with the bargain. Finally it was established 
by the prosecution that Birchall, like Maxwell, 
who murdered Preller in St. Louis, was an 
adventurer who masqueraded under various 
names and left unpaid bills as sowvenirs 
wherever he went. 

The case, indeed, recalls the Marwell- 
Preller murder in many of its incidents. The 
motive was the same. The victim was lured 
across the water for the same purpose, but 
Birchall, unlike Maxwell, remained upon 
the ground to. brazen out his pre 
tended innocence. It is evident he had 
counted upon the removal of all evidence 
of the crime, but he failed to take the witness 
Pelly into account. Had there not been three 
parties to the transaction he might have es- 
caped perhaps, but Pelly’s evidence laid bare 
the animus and all the steps leading up to the 
murder from the time they left England until 
they arrived. The blindness of Birchall 
amounted almost to infatuation. The eyes of 
witnesses were upon him at every stage of his 
proceedings from the time he left the train 
with Benwell until he returned to it without 
him, except during the short time of the 
tragedy. Even then, if not seen, he was 
heard. The tragedy now must be completed 
by hisown death. . If it have no other result 
it may, in connection with that of Maxwell, 
tend to check the hideous practice of luring 
young Englishmen to Canad@ and this coun- 
try for ihe purpose of robbing them, which 
there is good reason to believe is done fre- 


quently,

It shows that a 
large mumber of them are poor, some have 
died drunkards and many insane, scarcely one 
has been able to make aliving that would 
satisfy a skilled laborer, while scarcely one 
has shown any capacity for any other pursuit. 
Probably if the reader will run ovor the list of 
professional uhess-players he has known he 
will find this to be true. They can play and 
do nothing else. Of what value, then, is the 
special intellectual aptitude they display? Of 
what use 1s a special faculty which can be em- 
ployed only at the expense of all the others, 
and which so absorbs and aborts them that 
they cannot be used for the ordinary purposes 
of life? Steinitz, in his interview, character- 
ized the game as “the gymnasium of the 
mind,’’ and thought that just as athletic prac- 
tice develops the muscle or the physical qual- 
ities so chess practice develops the intellect- 
ual, but if chess develops the intellectual only 
for chess of what higher value is it than the 
piano pounding of a Blind Tom or the action 
of a Maelzel automaton? When it can be 
shown that any professional chess-player has 
accomplished anything outside of what Diderot 
calied “ wood shifting ’’ a valid defense of the 
game from the point of usefulness may be 
made.

I do not mean, by this observation, 
to assume that New-Yorkers are more disposed to 
perpetrate frauds upon the Government than 
others, or that the administration of customs af- 
fairs there is less honest than elsewhere; but 
merely that the extent of business of the port 
makes it easier there elsewhere fdr 
abuses and frauds to creep in and debauch the 
puouc service. Then it was thought to be well 
that the members of the board should, by close 
association, for a time, be brought to oneness of 
sentiment and action, so that when they shall be 
separated they will still be able to act asa unit.”
